DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a complete response to the amendment filed 10/14/2008 after the Final 
rejection mailed 9/3/2008. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 10/14/2008, with respect to the rejection of 
claims 28-34 under Andreas et al. (US 7,147,656) in view of Hartley et al. (US 6,939,370), have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 28-34 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 28-34 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or provide the motivation for the deployment device and prosthesis in combination in 
which the prosthesis is everted with the central prosthesis portion extending to the proximal end 
of the deployment device and releasably mounted to the outer manipulator, the proximal 
prosthesis end extending to the distal end of the deployment device and fastened to the distal end 
of the middle deployment catheter, and the distal prosthesis end fastened to the nose cone dilator 
of the inner central catheter. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
